Anderson Readls Paper 
Mr. Anderson, th e ac tu a ry for th e ! 
W isconsin departm ent, presented a 
paper on “ V aluation 
of 
F ra te rn a l 
C ertificates,” show ing th e need of 
dealing equitably betw een 
th e 
dif­ 
ferent m em bers 
of 
these societies, 
and th e m an n er in which this could 
he done. R esolutions w ere adopted to 
[encourage re ad ju stm e n ts 
for 
these 
societies, to m ake certain th e pay­ 
m ent of all benefits prom ised th e 
m em bers, and to m ake these socie­ 
ties perm anent. This question is to be 
taken up again at a m eeting in New 
York in December. The m em bers of 
fratern al societies in W isconsin ex­ 
ceed in n u m b er the holders of old 
line policies and also in th e am ount 
of insurance, and the safeg u ard in g 
of these policies is of the g re atest im ­ 
portance to the m em bers and th eir 
families. 
S tan d ard provisions for h ealth and 
accident policies w ere agreed upon 
and recom m ended to the legislatures 
of the several states. 
This was done 
to prevent abuses which w ere shown 
to have developed in the settlem ent 
of claim s with people of m oderate 
m eans on this class of policies. This 
question was the sensation 
of 
the! 
m eeting of the com m issioners at Mil­ 
w aukee last year. 
It is expected th at 
these provisions 
will 
be 
generally 
adopted th ro u g h o u t th e country, and 
com panies 
have 
quite 
generally 
pledged their co-operation 
to 
p at 
these provisions into force prom ptly. 
This will largely increase th e protec­ 
tion of policyholders and sim plify the 
w ork of the departm ents. 
To R egulate P rom otion 
Very im p o rtan t action was tak en 
by the convention looking to the re g ­ 
ulation of th e 
prom otion of in s u r­ 
ance companies. It was 
suggested 
th at this legislation should be ex­ 
tended to the prom otion of all cor­ 
porations. The m an n er in which the 
public is being fleeced th ro u g h v a r­ 
ious prom otion schem es was p o inted­ 
ly discussed, and th e re w-as no dis­ 
sent as to the need of im m ediate 
legislation to check this evil. 
A te n ­ 
tative bill for a law. m odelled largely 
upon the laws of K ansas, W iscon­ 
sin and New York, was reported, and 
a com m ittee w*as instructed to report 
additional recom m endations to ehe 
New York m eeting to be held in De­ 
cember. 
A m ovem ent for closer co-opera­ 
tion betw een state d ep a rtm en ts by 
the establishm ent of a cen tral b u ­ 
reau failed because of th e im p rac ti­ 
cability of securing financial support 
from the different states for such a 
bureau. Provision was m ade, how ­ 
ever, for closer co-operation in exam ­ 
inations of com panies by th e d iffer­ 
ent states. 
The questions of expense in fire 
insurance, the reduction of the fire 
j w aste, the education of the public on 
questions of insurance, the desirabil­ 
ity of group insurance, the reserve 
to be required on liability policies, 
were discussed w ithout any definite 
action being taken. 
It was recom m ended th a t life com ­ 
panies insert 
in 
their 
policies a 
clause perm itting them to require a 
sixty day notice of policy loans o th ­ 
er th an prem ium loans.

ond citizenship papers. Until recent­ 
ly a m ale person who had taken out 
first papers could vote. 
Thousands 
in this state have never held more 
th a n th e ir first papers, among them 
a goodly n u m b er of Civil war .veter­ 
ans. 
A lthough 
the 
constitutional 
a m en d m e n t leaves it open for these 
m en to tak e out th eir papers before 
next Decem ber, the expense of this 
legal process will approximate $3 to 
$7. 
Many m en affected by the law 
will probably sacrifice their voting 
privilege 
ra th e r 
th a n 
pay 
this 
am o u n t. 
This situation has already become 
know n by candidates for office, but 
a p p a ren tly th e re is no way the sit­ 
uation can be remedied. The con­ 
stitu tio n al am endm ent, 
which was 
passed in 1906, gives four years to 
those who have never taken out sec- 
pnd papers in which to avail them­ 
selves of th e opportunity. Those who 
tak e out th eir first papers now will 
have to w ait five years before they 
can vote. 
Politicians estim ate that the vote 
will be reduced considerably as 
a 
resu lt of this situation. 
It is claim­ 
ed that m any men who should have 
tak en out th eir second papers refuse 
to do so, believing it to be a hard­ 
ship to bar a m an from voting un­ 
less he subscribes to further quali­ 
fications. a fte r having voted in elec­ 
tions for m any years. 
In some cities 
it is estim ated th e vote will be cut 
from 500 to 1.000, and that in the 
city of M ilw aukee it may amount to 
several thousand.

— That 
the single tax idea m ade famous by 
H enry George m ay be taken up as a 
feasible m ethod of taxation in Wis* 
consin, displacing the present sys­ 
tem , is forecasted by recent events. 
Chief of these is the announcement 
of th e candidacy of Edw ard Nord- 
m an, a well know n farm er of Lang­ 
lade county, for th e democratic no­ 
m ination for the assem bly on a plat­ 
form in which th e single tax is his 
principal issue. 
He comes out open­ 
ly with th e single tax idea as his 
p rim ary legislative weapon in 
the 
event of his election. 
It is known,

character.
